Upland school district starts search 
for new superintendent of business 


Glenn Hardy, assistant 
superintendent for business, has 
resigned his post with the Upland 
Elementary School District effec- 
tive Jan. 1 to accept a similar posi- 
tion with the Fountain Valley School 
District in Orange County. 


Hardy joined the district in May 
1973 as business manager and serv- 
ed as acting superintendent for 10 
months until this March, when 
George Renworth became the new 
superintendent. 


Before coming to Upland, Hardy 
was superintendent for 12 years with 
the desert area Morongo School 
District, which includes Morongo 
and Twentynine Palms. 


The Upland school board upgrad- 
ed his job:title to assistant 
superintendent for business earlier 
this year. 


Renworth commented, ‘‘We hate 
to lose him,”’ but added that the new 
position is a “bigger job’’ and 
represents professional advance- 
ment. 

At Fountain Valley, Hardy will 
join Renworth’s predecessor, 
Superintendent Bill Plaster. 

Hardy is the second district ad- 
ministrator to announce resignation 
this year in order to accept a similar 
job with the Fountain Valley dis- 
trict. 

Roberta Hennigan, former prin- 
cipal of Valencia Elementary 


School, resigned as of Sept. 1 to 
become a principal with the Foun- 
tain Valley district. 


Renworth, noting Valencia’s new 
principal Roger J. Schulte comes 
from the Moraga School District in 
Northern California, said it was 
fairly common for a superintendent 
transferring to a new district to 
draw top administrators from the 
former district. 


Renworth served as superinten- 
dent of the Moraga School District 
before coming to Upland. 

The superintendent said the dis- 
trict is running an announcement of 
the job opening with education 
placement agencies and a job 
bulletin for school administrators. 


A screening committee will 
review the qualifications of 
applicants for the position and 
recommend the final candidates to 
the superintendent and the school 
board, Renworth said. 


Hevadded that the screening com- 
mittee would include Charles 
Palmer, district director of per- 
sonnel, and Grover Clem, assistant 
superintendent of business services 
with the county’s school 
superintendent’s office. 


Clem will probably serve as com- 
mittee chairman, with other com- 
mittee members yet to be named, 
Renworth said.

Density bonus studied 





for good development

Planning Director Bill Young 
Monday night introduced a new 
compromise for future residential 
density in the largely undeveloped 
northwest portion of Upland. 

The Upland City Council heard a 
proposal which would grant a ‘‘den- 
sity bonus’’ to well - planned, 
aesthetic developments on 150 acres 
bisected by Mountain Avenue. 

Under Young’s proposal, the 
Mountain Avenue portion of the 814 - 
acre northwest study area would 
permit a density of three homes per 
acre, with an additional half unit per 
acre bonus for well - designed 
residential developments. 

The council, which endorsed a 
maximum density of three units per 
acre at-its meeting Sept. 19, 
referred the new proposal to the 
planning commission for public 
hearing Dec. 20. 

At their Oct. 27 meeting, com- 
missioners voted to retain the 
current maximum density of four 
units per acre, rejecting a council 
request for a general - plan amend- 
ment reducing the future density. 


By designating 150 acres for a 
maximum density of three units per 
acre, with the density bonus, and the 
other 212 acres of (net) developable 
land for a maximum density of four 
units per acre, Young’s proposal is 
in effect a compromise between the 
council and commission positions. 

The council action ensured that 
nine months of debate over the 
future of the northwest area — 
Upland’s largest section of un- 
developed land, accounting for 
about one - third the city’s residen- 
tial acreage — will continue into 
1978. 

Since most of the land would have 
a low priority for development un- 
der Upland’s growth - management 
plan — which assigns lower ratings 
to development proposals separated 
from existing structures and requir- 
ing more costly extension of public 
services — council members in- 


dicated Moriday night they were in 
no hurry to designate the future den- 
sity of the area 

The council authorized the study 
of the northwest area in October 
1976. 


The area is bounded by the propos- 
ed extension of the Foothill 
Freeway on the south, the boundary 
of San Bernardino and Los Angeles 
counties on the west, 24th Street on 
the north and an imaginary line 660 
feet east of Mountain Avenue on the 
east. 


San Antonio Wash and many 
citrus groves are located in the 
area. Grove owners have told the 
city on several occasions that their 
trees are no longer profitable and 
have urged officials to permit 
development on land now zoned for 
agricultural use. 

Young told the council that 
regardless of the maximum density 
ultimately designated for the 
northwest area, the actual net densi- 
ty would be less once land is 
dedicated for public uses, par- 
ticularly a network of streets. 

He said 20-25 percent of the 
developable land, 494 acres of the 
northwest section, would be lost to 
public uses, adding that the actual 
density for three units per acre is 
2.36 units per acre while four units 
per acre permits 2.88 units per acre. 

However, a planning department 
report notes that .52 unit per acre 
difference in densities would 
amount to a 23 percent difference in 
the area’s population. 

The report states a maximum 
density of four units per acre would 
yield 1,424 homes with a population 
of 4,842, compared to 1,098 homes 
with a population of 3,733 under the 
three units per acre density. 

Young’s alternative mix of the 
two densities was projected at 1,295 
homes with a population of 4,403. 

Further complicating any ap- 
praisal of the future of the 
northwest area is consideration of

how the land will be developed, as 
the council passed a code text 
amendment earlier this year per- 
mitting planned residential unit 
developments with the northwest 
area in mind. 


Figures from the planning depart- 
ment report are based on conven- 
tional subdivisions; under a planned 
residential unit development, some 
homes would be clustered and share 
common open space. 

Young said that planned residen- 
tial unit developments save about 5 
percent of the acreage for develop- 
ment over land available to conven- 
tional subdivisions. 

However, some council members 
have expressed skepticism over the 
feasibility of planned residential 
unit development in an area with 
several owners of large amounts of 
land and many owners of smaller 
parcels. 


In retaining a maximum density 
of four units per acre for the area at 
its October meeting, the planning 
commissioners cited an imbalance 
in the city’s housing mix they saw 
stemming from too much land 
devoted to lower - density, more ex- 
pensive homes if density were 
designated at three units per acre. 


Robert Oyler, leader of Upland 
Citizens for Quality Living, disputed 
the commissioners’ contention that 
the higher density would price a 
large segment of home buyers out of 
the market for northwest Upland 
homes, saying economic con- 
siderations were ‘‘speciously dis- 
cussed.”’ 

“It’s absolutely preposterous to 
consider that anyone of lower than 
average means would buy anything 
above 20th Street when they’re all 
priced at $57,000 and up — up into 
the $200,000 mark,’’ he told the coun- 
cil. 

He said Upland should avoid the 
kind of recent higher - density 
development prevalent in Alta 
Loma and Cucamonga 


Stereotypes hinder Mexican-Americans

A Chaffey College instructor said 
last week stereotypes of Mexican - 
Americans have become self - im- 
posed barriers keeping many 
Chicanos from realizing their full 
potential and hindering their 
economic advancement. 

Diego Vigil, an associate 
professor with degrees in history 
and anthropology and teacher of 
Chicano studies, said that while 
harmful stereotypes of Mexican - 
Americans were originally created 
by others, the limiting self - images 
have been perpetuated by Chicanos 
themselves. ‘ 

Vigil spoke Friday at the college’s 
Actuation Center in a seminar that 
concluded a week’s discussion on 
stereotypes. 

While he outlined the development 
of social and cultural stereotypes, 
Vigil stressed that economic 
stereotypes are the most detrimen- 
tal to Chicanos. 

A particularly harmful 

stereotype, he noted, is that 
Chicanos are capable only of work- 
ing with their hands. 
. “Or if they do work with their 
minds, it’s some type of menial or 
elementary mental exercise,’’ he 
added. 

Vigil quoted prominent 
Americans as having contributed to 
the stereotypes. He said George 
Murphy, the former actor and one - 
term California senator, once com- 
mented, ‘‘Mexicans are good 
migrant workers because they’re 
short and they’re built close to the 
ground.”’ 

He cited an example of a high 
school counselor advising a Mexican 
- American student not to take 
college preparatory classes. 

Vigil paraphrased the counselor 
as saying, ‘‘Mexicans are really 
good with their hands ... There are 
no jobs for Mexicans with an 
education.” 

He added, ‘‘We all know this has

changed, but there are still a lot of 
problems, a lot of leftovers and 
residues.” 

‘Why is it that Chicanos have this 
fixation in their heads that they 
can’t do certain things?’ Vigil ask- 
ed. 

He explained that part of the 
problem begins at birth. 

‘‘We have a stereotype of racism 
within our own group. When you’re 
born very light, in the family, they 
say ‘que suave, how nice, light - skin 
Jim.’ When you’re born dark, they 
say ‘ay, pobrecito (poor little 
one).’”’ 

“The racist trip operates from the 
beginning of a child’s life. No Anglo 
has to say ‘beaner’ or ‘taco.’ Right 
there in your own family, it 
happens,”’ he said. 

Vigil said people have not realized 
the positive aspects of certain Mex- 
ican practices generally stereotyped 
as negative. 

Rather than connotating laziness, 
he said, the Mexican siesta should 
be looked upon as a practice of peo- 
ple ‘‘in tune with their bodies’’ and 
“‘with the rhythms of life.” 

He added, “I’ve heard criticism 
leveled against Mexican weddings 
— how they’re big displays of 
ceremony, ritual, money, food and 
drink .... Again, the stereotype 
doesn’t have to be negative.” 

He said a Mexican tradition, 
drawn from Indian background, is 
that people with a moderate amount 
of resources share the wealth. 

“It’s like you want them and their 
vibrations present at the ceremony 
and ritual in order for the lives of 
the people (couple) to end more 
successfully than a divorce the next 
year,” Vigil said. 

Another drawback for Chicanos is 
“envidia’’ (envy or jealousy) 
directed toward Mexican - 
Americans who have advanced in 
their predominantly Anglo surroun- 
dings, he said. 

While stereotypes are breaking 
down, some false images continue, 
according to Vigil. 

He said, ‘‘Basically, people, when 
they see a Chicano from a distance, 
immediately put this gloss over 
him, which is part of their 
stereotyping procedure.” 

‘“‘And until they get to talk to that 
person and interact with that per- 
son, they immediately assume he’s 
holding a gun or a knife and he’s go- 
ing to attack them.” 

Vigil said newspaper accounts of 
earlier days reveal a local theater 
segregated Mexican - American 
patrons out of fear. 

“They even had a rule over here 
at Grove Theater in Upland back in 


the late ‘30s when Mexicans who 
paid to go to the show had to sit in 
the front row,’’ he said. 

Vigil explained, ‘‘Then they don’t 
have to worry about Mexicans being 
behind them.” 

He added that the theater ended 
the practice during the 1940s. 

He characterized the United 
States as an ethnocentric nation dur- 
ing the period of immigration from 
Europe. He said immigrants ‘‘threw 
away traditional ethnic clothes, 
identity, customs and past.”’ 

‘‘Everybody wants to be 
successful; everybody wants a 
positive type of thing,”’ Vigil said. 
However, he added that this 
ethnocentric pressure, while still 
existing, is decreasing. 

He emphasized that the 
stereotypes and barriers Chicanos 
face are not unique to their ethnic 
group. 

However, Vigil noted that the 
status of Mexican - Americans is 
complicated because ‘Mexican 


culture is still in the process of be- 
ing formed. You have one layer of 
oppression on after another.”’

He asked, ‘‘How can a group ex- 
pect to be integrated, not 
segregated, when they've been 
through so many chopping stages?” 

At one point, Vigil characterized 
himself as having been stereotyped. 

“T’m known as the Chicano 
studies expert on campus, but I 
don’t have a degree in Chicano 
studies. My degrees are in history, 
anthropology and credentials in 
education. But I’m the Chicano 
studies expert, as if I could only 
teach Chicano studies and nothing 
else.”’ 

‘Fortunately, I’m beginning to 
change this,”’ he added. 

Vigil credited the state’s Extend- 
ed Opportunities Programs and Ser- 
vices through the Actuation Center 
with helping develop pride for 
various ethnic and disadvantaged 
groups, as well as aiding academic 
development. 

Greg Alonzo, Chaffey student and 
coordinator of last week’s seminars 
on stereotypes, said students hope to 
sponsor future seminars and dis- 
Cussions open to the public at the 
center.

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A grand jury committee 
investigation has concluded 
that safety precautions at 
ward B of the county’s men- 
tal health center in San Ber- 
nardino are not satisfactory 
and that staffing should be 
increased. 

The grand jury’s health 
care services committee, 
which undertook an in- 
vestigation of procedures at 
ward B following the Oct. 9 
murder of a female patient, 
released a report Friday 
recommending that the 
board of supervisors im- 
mediately augment the 
staff in order to ‘‘provide 
increased coverage at night 
and on weekends for im- 
proved security and disposi- 
tion of patients.” 

In addition, the grand 
jury committee urged that 
the supervisors try to im- 
plement changes in a 
legislative act which is 
designed to guard the con- 
fidentiality of patients’ 
records. 

The committee termed 
‘“frightening’’ the prospect 
that negligence could be 
covered up or investigations 
hindered by the 
Landerman - Petris - Short 
Act, which is aimed at 
safeguarding the rights of 
patients. 

Authorities investigating 
the Oct. 9 murder of 54- 
year-old Lena Henderson, a 
patient at ward B, com- 
plained that it was difficult 








to piece together facts of 
the incident due to the 
reticence of the mental 
health center in providing 
patient information. 

Another patient has been 
charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Henderson, who died 
of a heart attack following 
an alleged sexual assault. 

The mental health center 
provides short-term care 
for persons who may have 
entered the hospital on a 
voluntary basis or been 
taken there by police. 

Commitment to ward B 
is usually limited to 17 days 
and the average stay is 
about four days, according 
to the report. 

The grand jury com- 
mittee disclosed that five 
deaths have occurred on 
ward B since 1969, and call- 
ed the deaths ‘ta 
remarkable record.” 

Two of those deaths have 
taken place this year on B 
north, one of two wings on 
ward B which total 56 beds. 

The committee called the 
appearance of B_ north 
“drab and dreary...like a 
dungeon dark and 
depressing.’’ The report 
said improvements on the 
facilities have been con- 
sidered but would cost at 
least $250,000. 

In addition, the report in- 
dicated that the 60 
employees staffing the 
mental health center would 
be adequate for 40-45 
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patients, but the current 
census shows that often the 
number of patients exceeds 
the 56-bed capacity of ward 


“Ward B does not have 
sufficient psychiatric 
technicians to maintain a 
facility secure from assault 
by patients that are acting 
out,’ the report concluded. 

The work overload ‘‘often 
runs over 100 percent (and) 
represents a severe hazard 
to security and safety, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The committee 
recommended that the 
board of supervisors: 

— Take immediate steps 
to work out a transfer of 
overflow patients to Patton 
State Hospital, where long- 
term patients are placed. 
Augment staffing by 
offering ‘‘added incentives” 
to attract the types of per- 
sonnel in short supply 

— Consider a policy deci- 
sion that would result in 
remodeling of ward B and 
construction of a childrens’ 
ward. 

— Provide more therapy 
to patients than the one 
hour they now receive dur- 
ing an average four-day 
Stay. 

In addition, the grand 
jury committee indicated 
the county ‘‘must try, with 
whatever means 
available,’ to bring about 
changes in the Lanterman- 
Petris-Short Act regarding

confidentiality of patient 
records. 

“The ramifications (of 
undisclosed wrongdoings) 
are frightening from a 
moral, ethical and legal 
standpoint,’ the report 
concluded.

SAFETY... 
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West End leads county in smog alerts in 1977

Readings during this year’s recently concluded ‘‘smog 
season”’ suggest that air quality in San Bernardino Coun- 
ty has worsened in comparison with last year, par- 
ticularly in the West End. 

Those readings, issued earlier this month by Southern 
California’s smog control agency, showed that for the se- 
cond straight year, Fontana has been classified as the 
region’s smoggiest city. 

Readings for previous years had given that dubious dis- 
tinction to Upland. However, the number of first-stage 
smog alerts called in Fontana during 1976 and 1977 ex- 
ceeded those called in Upland. 

Throughout San Bernardino County, the number of

A first-stage smog alert, known as a ‘‘health ad- 
visory,” is called when the level of oxidant in the air 
reaches .20 parts per million for at least one hour. The 
air quality standard is .10 parts per million. 

The photochemical smog common in Southern Califor- 
nia, created when hydrocarbons and oxides of nitrogen 
react chemically with sunlight, is usually expressed in 
terms of oxidant. 

Readings by the South Coast Air Quality Management 
District indicate the number of first-stage alerts called 
for various locations in San Bernardino County over the

One first-stage smog alert was called this year in Vic- 
torville and Barstow — the first ever for those desert 
cities — and 60 alerts were called for Lake Gregory in 
the San Bernardino Mountains, up from 11 in 1976 and 
only four in 1975. 

William E. Falkner, information officer for the 
regional air pollution control district, attributed the high 
number of alerts at Lake Gregory to smog from the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area rolling up against the moun- 
tains with no place to go. 

Falkner said the increased number of first-stage alerts 
called this year in San Bernardino County can be blamed 
partly on meteorological conditions, which he said were 
favorable to the formation of photochemical smog. 

Layers of warm air which trap the pollutants within 
the South Coast air basin were stronger and lower than 
usual. The winds that disperse those pollutants were 
weaker than usual. 

He said weather conditions in 1976 were better than 
normal, resulting in fewer first-stage alerts. 

Furthermore, Falkner noted, emissions from upwind 


areas in the South Coast air basin — notably Orange 
County and Los Angeles.— were blown farther inland 
this year, bringing additional pollutants to the West End, 
San Bernardino and Riverside areas. 

For example, four stations in Orange County recorded 
no first-stage alerts this year, and two others reported 
alerts on 11 days. Only three alerts were called for 
downtown Los Angeles. 

However, in addition to the increased number of alerts 
in San Bernardino County, Riverside County recorded 
alerts at the following locations: Riverside, 67; Perris, 
39; Corona, 30. 

In eastern Los Angeles County, the following alerts 
were reported: Azusa, 64; Pomona, 58, and Pasadena, 55. 

Falkner said that thanks to emissions controls imposed 
since 1970, the level of pollutants from all sources, 
stationary (industries and power plants) and mobile 
(automobiles), has been reduced considerably. 

However, people appear to be driving more, con- 
suming more gasoline and adding to pollution, statistics 
indicate. 

Gasoline consumption in July was up 5.5 percent over 
the same month last year and 10.6 percent over the same 
month two years ago, the state Board of Equalization 
said. Consumption for the first nine months this year 
was up 5.2 percent over the same period last year. 

The automobile is the chief source of the hydrocarbons 
and oxides of nitrogen that combine to form smog

Senate should reject treaties

The Senate should reject the 
Panama Canal treaties negotiated 
by the Carter administration, but 
changes in the 1903 treaty between 
the United States and Panama are 
justified, former Rep.

“J think they were contrived in 
haste. I think they were driven by 
political imperative, rather than 
any rationale,’’ said Veysey who 
after his defeat by Jim Lloyd in 1974 
became an assistant secretary of 


the Army.

administration came to the 
conclusion that something had to be 
done in Panama — and I agree with 


that. 


Vevysey made it clear he opposes 
Senate ratification of the treaties 
that will yield U.S. control of the 
canal to Panama by the year 2000 
The Senate is expected to vote on 
the treaties next year. 

“However, that is not to say that I 
believe we can sit back and say what 
was all right in 1903 is still going to 
be all right in 1977 ... or in the year 
2000. I think we must make some 
changes down there,” Veysey said. 

The 1903 treaty between the 
United States and Panama gave 
control of the Canal Zone to the 
United States ‘‘in perpetuity.”

Denial causes death 


know what to do when one People Would Rather Die

it's incredible to me that 
anyone would actually deny 
having a heart attack. Yet 
this ‘‘denial syndrome’”’ still 
persists in the minds of 
many, and it’s a difficult 
barrier to break. It remains 
an unpleasnat fact that 
some people would rather 
die than admit they’re 
having a heart attack! 

Statistics from the 
American Heart 
Association show that 
350,000 people throughout 
the nation die each year of 
heart attack before they 
reach the hospital. The 
average victim waits three 
hours before the actual 
decision to seek help. It is 
sad to reflect that 8,000 
persons in Los Angeles 
County alone would be alive 
today had they not denied 
their hearts’ warning 
signals. 

Why, then, the reason for 
this denial? I've found the 
reasons varied. Generally, 
the idea of having a heart 
attack is totally 
unacceptable, especially if 
one has ‘‘never been sick a 
day in my life.’ Until the 
symptoms started, the 
person may never have felt 
better and had, through the 
years, neglected to have 
routine medical checkups. 

Then, too, the victim may 
not want to alarm his 
family or coworkers who 
might put him in a hospital. 
Heart attacks are 
something that happen to 
the other fellow. 

He’ll reason that with a 
demanding job, family 
responsibilities, in- 
volvement in community 
activities, there’s no time 
to be on the sick list and, 
worse, to be dependent on 
others. 

I cannot stress too 
strongly the importance for 
everyone to recognize the 
early warning signals of a 
heart attack. You'll find 
much of the fear removed 
when family, friends and 
coworkers understand and 


occurs. 

The most important 
signal is a steady pressure 
on the center of chest 
lasting two minutes or 
more, The discomfort may 
spread to the arms, neck or 
jaw — but don’t wait for 
this to occur. Bear in mind 
thai the victim may look 
completely well and may 
deny that the symptoms are 
serious. 

Next, respond 
immediately. Don’t wait for 
severe pain, dizziness, 
fainting, shortness of 
breath. Seconds count. The 
best thing to do is to report 
your suspicions as quickly 
as possible to your local fire 
department rescue squad. 

Or dirve the person to a 
nearby hospital emergency 
room that meets Heart 
Association standards for 
emergency cardiac care. 
Fire department and 
hospital personnel will be 
standing by ready to help 
and possibly save that life. 

If you don’t know the 
name of a hospital in your 
area that is equipped to 
handle emergency heart 
attack cases, the American 
Heart Association has a list 
of those located throughout 
the county. These hospital 
emergency rooms are open 
24 hours to the general 
public and are committed to 
the emergency heart care 
standards of the 
association 

Look for the heart sign 
near the emergency 
entrance. Other hospitals 
will be added to the list as 
their emergency rooms 
meet the Heart Association 
standards. 


Heart attacks need not be 
devastating to either the 
victim or family — most 
patients recover 
completely. In fact, many 
patients tell me they enjoy 
life more once certain 
adjustments to thier life 
styles have been made.

Check cholesterol 


You are probably aware 
that one of the ways people 
vary is in the amount of 
cholesterol in their blood 
Generally high blood 
cholesterol levels go along 
with more atherosclerosis 
(deposits of cholesterol in 
the arteries) and increased 
risk of heart attacks. 
However, there are some 
interesting exceptions to 
this rule. 

Scientists have gradually 
discovered how cholesterol 
is carried in the blood. 
Since cholesterol is a fat- 
like substance, it is not 
soluble in water. (Blood is 
mostly water.) However, 
cholesterol combined with 
certain proteins in the blood 
(the combination is called 
lipoprotein) moves about 
more easily. 

Two important types of 
these cholesterol-movers 
are low density lipoproteins 
(LDL) and high density 
lipoproteins (HDL). 
Scientists now think that 
cholesterol in LDL is more 
dangerous than that in 
HDL. Continually high 
levels of LDL-cholesterol 
can spell trouble. 

Generally, but not 
always, people with high 
blood cholesterol levels 
have high LDL levels. 
These are often middle- 
aged men who get little 
exercise and eat meals high 
in saturated fats and 
cholesterol. In fact, the 
blood LDL-cholesterol level 
generally rises when people 
or experimental animals 
are given diets rich in 
saturated fats and 
cholesterol. 

As arule, the LDL level is 
lower in women than in men 
and lower in animals which 
are known to be resistant to 


atherosclerosis. 
Researchers have 
become increasingly 


curious about certain 
individuals who have 
become increasingly who 
have high blood cholesterol 
levels yet show few signs of 
coronary heart disease. 
Since their LDL level is 
usually low in comparison 
with their HDL. the feeling 


is that they might be 
benefiting from a 
protective factor. HDL may 
help police the arteries, 
protecting the arterial 
walls from damage and 
thus reducing the chance of 
cholesterol build-up. 

Can the proportion of 
LDL in the blood stream be 
lowered? Although young 
people and women before 
the menopause are likely to 
have better ratios, 
everyone, but particularly, 
middle-aged men can 
benefit from these sensible 
guidelines:

Group life 
insurance, company profit - 
sharing, pension plans and 
social security benefits all 
constitute estate potential 
that should be considered in 
drawing up a will. 
Although the 
restructuring of the tax rate 
system in 1976 eases the tax 
burden of smaller estates, 
the consequences of a 
poorly outlined will may 
substantially diminish the 
value of your estate. 
Goethel lists three steps 
that can be taken now to 


a 


ensure your wishes are 
carried out at the time of 
death. 


— Retain the services of a 
trusted family lawyer or 
contact a local professional 
lawyers’ organization for 
the names of lawyers who 
can assist you in drawing up 
a will. Fees vary, but a 
basic will is relatively 
inexpensive. 


Don’t hesitate to inquire 
in advance about the 
lawyer’s fees. You’ll need a 
complete inventory of 
assets. Include: savings, 
stocks and bonds, life 
insurance, all property 
(home, car, furniture) or 
anything else that may be of 
value to the heirs. 


— After a review of your 
list of assets, the lawyer 
will need to know your plan 
for distribution. He or she 
should be shown deeds, 
banks books, stock 
certificates and other 
documents to best advise 
you whether a change in 
title might be prudent in 
order to save taxes. Also, in 
the event of the death of 
your chief beneficiary — 
you and your spouse are 
killed in an accident, for 
instance — who will receive 
the benefits? 


— The lawyer will also 
ask you to appoint an 
executor whose chief 
responsibility is overseeing 
distribution according to 
terms of the will. A simple, 
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modest estate could be 
served, in the interest of 
economy, by your spouse or 
trusted relative. A more 
complex estate frequently 
requires the services of a co 
+ executor, such as a bank. 


In the case of a 
Substantial estate, it might 
be wise to consider the 
services of a qualified 
estate planner. All lawyers 
can draw a simple will, but 
a lawyer who specializes in 
estate planning may be 
more versed in the 
ramifications of estate and 
inheritance taxes. 


If you already have a will, 
it should be reviewed from 
time to time. A revision 
may be necessary,

Book presents peoples’ 
experiences after death 


“Beyond and Back”’ is a 
book about people who died 
— and lived to tell about it 
— written by a man who 
was personal witness to a 
number of back-to-life 
cases. 

Dr. Ralph Wilkerson, 
founder and pastor of 
Melodyland Christian 
Center in Anaheim, Califor- 
nia, and author of ‘‘Beyond 
and Back,’’ was at Marvin 
Ford’s bedside in the Inten- 
sive Care Unit of La Habra 
Community Hospital when 
the cabinetmaker was 
declared ‘‘clinically’’ dead. 

Marvin Ford had his ex- 
perience with death in 1971. 
Today he is traveling the 
country, telling listeners 
about the 30 minutes he 
spent in Heaven. 

He will speak on his ex- 
perience 7:30 p.m. Friday 
at Valley Christian Center,

Dimas. 

According to Ford’s ex- 
perience in ‘Beyond and 
Back;”’ “Suddenly it was all 
as black as night. It was like 
the Carlsbad Caverns in 
New Mexico when tourists 
are taken far beneath the 
earth’s surface and the 
lights are cut off momen- 
tarily...” 

“T felt my spirit leave my 
body like pulling the stopper 
out of a thermos bottle. 
Faster and faster my spirit 
traveled...until ahead of me 
I began to see irridescent 
lights beckoning me into the 
most beautiful city I had 
ever seen.”’ 

“The doctor said I was 
‘clinically’ dead. He wept, 
and later told me he knew 
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salad or cole slaw, and bread.

that they had ‘lost’ me... I 
had been with Jesus at least 
a half hour of that time,” 
Ford said. 

Dr. Irvine Harrison, 
formerly president of 
Southern California College 
in Costa Mesa, encountered 
death at Hoag Memorial 
Hospital in Newport Beach. 
In ‘‘Beyond and Back,” he 
tells of his experience: 

‘‘And then the most un- 
usual thing happened. 
Suddenly I was lifted up in 
my spirit, out of the body, 
and was looking down at my 
own body lying there ... I 
was aware of beings in the 
background... In walked the 
Pastor (Wilkerson). God 
had called him to minister 
to my spirit... Then the life 
of the spirit of God flowed 
into my being. My mind and 
my body then responded 
and I was made whole.”’ 

Others who went ‘“‘Beyond 
and Back’’ and told Wilker- 
son about it include Dr. 
Mike Esses and Kay 
Lambeth, wife of North 
Carolina state legislator 
Jim Lambeth. 

In the book, Wilkerson 
presents the concept that a 
person is composed of three 
parts: body, mind (soul) 
and spirit. When a person 
dies, the spirit leaves the 
body. But where does it go? 

Varied answers to this 
question come directly 
from those who died and 
returned to tell about where 
they have been. Some say 
the spirit hovered above the 
body. Others say the spirit 
was propelled through 
tunnels of darkness to an 
unknown place where they 
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saw deceased relatives. 
Others sped through space 
toward dazzling lights or 
were transported to a 
celestial city. 

In almost every instance, 
Wilkerson writes, these 
people no longer fear death. 

The phenomena of per- 
sons being miraculously 
brought back to life after 
death is not, in Wilkerson’s 
opinion, reserved for 
biblical times. 

“Jesus created miracles 


then and is still doing so 
today,”’ he said. And noted 
more than 1,000 out-of-body 
experiences are being 
reported in the United 
States annually. 

But ‘“‘Beyond and Back”’ 
is more than a simple 
retelling of a number of out- 
of-body experiences. 
Wilkerson presents his 
belief — for Christian and 
non-Christian alike — even- 
tually everyone alive will be 
raised from the dead.

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Dieting: an endurance test 
for people who like food 


The trouble with serious dieting is 
that it happens to people who really 
like to eat. 

They are faced with deprivation, 
sameness of food selection and 
taste, lack of enjoyment and 
boredom. Dieting is generally an 
endurance contest, with temptation 
always lurking in the foreground. 


A new Weight Watchers frozen 
food marketing program is a totally 
new concept in dieting. It

Who's Watching Weight? 


John Opar, director of sales and 
marketing for Foodways New York, 
Inc., which is licensed by Weight 
Watchers International to produce 
and distribute the frozen meals, 
states: ‘‘Buyers are not all 
members of Weight Watchers, or 
past members."’ More than 4 
percent of purchasers, he says, are 
weight-mindful folks who are 
conscious of nutrition and want to 
eat balanced, tasty, nutritious 
meals. 


He adds, ‘“‘Weight Watchers meals 
are relatively high protein, low fat, 
nutritionally balanced, and they are 
portion-controlled, single-serving 
meals. They can be kept on hand in 
the freezer for heating at any 
desired time, and they are more 
appetizing and interesting than 
many other varieties of available 
forzen meals.”’ 


Along with our consumers, stated 
Opar, ‘‘We are seriously engaged in 
the battle against the bulge.’’ He 
said, ‘‘Our best assistance to dieters 
is variety, so they can resist 
temptation and don’t get bored. 
Ethnic foods seem to be 
exceptionally popular because they 
are always on the forbidden lists.”’ 
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Avoid ‘deadly sameness,’ 
put thought into party 


“A buffet can be beautiful,’ says chef Stuart Cum- 
ming. ‘‘Or a buffet can be a bore.”’ 

“Unless a hostess puts some thought into her party, 
there can be a deadly sameness about a buffet,"’ says the 
chef, currently on a nationwide tour to introduce scotch 
whiskey as a flavoring agent for cooking. “‘All too often, 
it’s a long table covered with a white tablecloth with the 
food dishes lined up in a kind of military fashion.” 

As a culinary professional, Stuart Cumming has some 
very definite ideas about entertaining — and the creden- 
tials to support them. Born and educated in Scotland, he 
served his apprenticeship at the famed Maxim’s of 
Paris, operated his own restaurant for many years, is a 
director of the Culinary Institute of America, a school 
for chefs in Hyde Park, NY, and a consultant for Inver 
House Scotch. 

“Invent a theme for your buffet,’’ says Cumming, 
“Carry it out in the decorations and the food. It may 
sound corny but it gets people in a gala mood — and 
that’s a primary ingredient for any successful party. 

“An Indian curry with all the acoutrements — fried 
bananas, rice, poppadams — plus chutney and the other 
condiments is a good choice for a buffet. It can be made 
ahead of time. It’s easily eaten since the meat is bite - 
size and it’s a bit different.”’ 

Try not to have more than one or two hot dishes at the 
most, advises Cumming. But make sure those are served 
“hot,’’ not lukewarm. 


‘Instead of a main table, try a series of mini-dining 
spots throughout the apartment,’’ suggest Cumming. 
“Jt’s a much more flexible arrangement and works very 
well in small quarters. 

“Put a variety of crisp vegetables, bite-size, of course. 
and some dips on the hall table so people can start to nib- 
ble as soon as they come in. You might have a pitcher of 
Sangria there, too. Guests can heip themselves and it 
solves the problem of you trying to hang up coats, in- 
troduce people and mix drinks at the same time.”’ 

One serving area might hold some pate and an assort- 
ment of different breads in a basket. A wine and cheese 
table is always popular. 

For the “‘hot’’ table, make Tezas chili the main dish, 
advises Cumming. ‘It may surprise you to learn that my 
recipe calls for several ounces of Inver House Scotch. It 
really does wonders for that dish — not to mention the 
people. Besides the chili, you'll want bowls of cubed 
cheddar, chopped onion, crackers and any other side dis- 
hes that are popular in your part of the country.” 

A dessert center could hold a selection of petie fours of 
cookies, strawberries or clusters of grapes that have 
been dipped in sugar, and demi-tasse. You might even 
skip the coffee and serve champagne with dessert,” 
quips Cumming. ‘‘They’re almost the same price these 
days.” 

“A final bit of advice. Try not to leave too much for the 
last minute. Plan ahead — and then have fun.”
